A.TRCHNICAL commission sita in Paris to 
sxpmine ol questions relating ta the Saez 
Canal. It is international in character, 
being composed of-fourteen engiacera nomi- 
nated by. each of the principal maritime 
nations of Europe and appointed by the 
Company. Sir Charles Hartley and Mr 
Wolfe-Barry, €.B,, are the English mem- 
hera, and they have just visited Egypt in 
connection with a proposal te widen the 
Canal. It seams that the work of widening 
the great waterway to allow ships to pass 
aach other at any point in its entire length, 
and not, as now, ab the sidings only io 
certain parts, has been going on for some 
time, snd that it will be ‘completed in two 
years. Eighty per cent. of the work has 
beon already finished. Tho larger quostion 
of widening the Canal enfficiently ta permit 
vessels to cross cach other, while ander 
way, is not likely to be taken up for a long 
time to come, as the present improvements 
areheld to be sufficient to meet tha wants 
of the traffic, Moreover, the introduction 
of tha electrio light haa practically doubled 
the capacity of tha Canal,” :
